made by the Slue. Valley Institute, 
based on thft cost of growing hay in 
the Mississippi Valley and the of- 
ficial results obtained from experi- 
ments in feeding 024 fairly good cows 
nothing but legume hay for a year. 


"These Cows fed exclusively on le- 


gume hay, without grain returned an 
average of 263 pounds of buttcrfat 
per cow worth 45 cents per pound, 
n total of $118.35. It is estimated that 
the net cost of producing the legume 
hay that each cow consumed in the 
year's time was $43.80, which cover- 
ed all costs such as man and horse 
labor, seeding, taxes, interest on land 
and all miscellaneous costs. 


?2.70 lot ?1.00 


When the farm cost of the legume 


hay, $42.80, is divided into the value 
of the butterfat which th« legume 
produced. $118.35, it is 
found that 


each dollar's worth of hay returned 
$2.70 worth of butter fat. It pays to 
grow legumes and it pays to feed 
them to milking cows. 


"Probably the legume that can be 


grown to the best advantage in all 
parts of Arkansas is the soy bean. 
The Arkansas farmer who is milking 


few cows should grow at least 


two tons for each cow he milks, and 
supplement 'this hay with some suc- 
culent feed for 365 days in the year."

Wnyland is charged with purchas- 


ing liquor nnd will be given ^n jury 
trial in police court. 


Seymour Lowtnan. assistant secre- 


tary of the treatury in charge of pro- 
hibition, says n conviction would serve 
the same end for future action against 
liquor buyers as passage of the much 
discussed Sheppnrd bill. 


The measure, introduced by Senator 


Sheppard of Texas .seeks to nmcnd 
the Volstead law to apply also 
In 


liquor buyers. 


David A. Hart, assistant "United 


States district attorney, who 
will 


prosecute the Wuyland case, says it is 
"without loopholes either as to legal 
technicalities or evidence." 


Hart holds the Volstead law does 


specifically prescribe punishment for 
the individual buyer of liquor. 


He is prosecuting Wayland under 


section 6 to title 2 of the act which 
reatls in part: "No one shall manufac- 
ture, sell, purchase, transport or pre- 
scribe any liquor without first obtain- 
ing a permit from the commissioner 
so to do." 


The charge against Wayland reads: 


"Qid then and there unlawfully pur- 
chase n certain intoxicating liquor; 
to wit. whisky." 


The penalizing section in the case, 


Hart explains, is section 29 of the 
Volstead act which prescribes a pen- 
alty of not more than $500. 
He 
is 


prepared to carry the case as far as 
he1 can.
